Of Seven-Mile Trip 
Made on Horse-back 


Miss Elizabeth Sage, local born 
girl who has been nursing in the 
Rlueberry Mountain district of 
Northern Alberta, writes of one 
of her experiences while “on 
duty” in the north. Called out of 
bed at 4 o’clock in the morning 
to attend a sick baby seven miles 
away, Miss Sage tells of ao trip 
made on horse-hack over roads, 
half of which “look more like 
rivers than roads.” 

Her ride is best described in 
her own words : “At four o’clock 
it was still dark. I could see 
nothing, und the horse plodded 
on with little or no considera- 
tion for its rider-—ihrough water, 
around trees and over fields. 
This country is covered with 
trails, and I’m completely lost 
half the time. 

“At three miles I decided: the 
horse and I didn’t travel to the 
same tune, and at seven, I was 
sure of it.”

He's Away Again 

ITLER has once again startled the peace 

lovers of the world with the ccho of tramp- 
ing feet. His Nazification of Austria, blocked in 
1934 after the assasination of Chancellor Dol- 
fuss by Mussolini’s warning, has become an 
accomplished fact, and the building uf the greater 
Germany of pre-war days has begun. Statesman 
can draw from Hitler's coup two salient points. 
The first is the appeasement cf I! Duce, who 
was evidently informed. in. advance of the 
coming “putsch” and was just us evidently in 
accord with Hitler’s action. The second point is 
the disturbing thought that the combined warn- 
ings of France and Great Britain did not carry 
the weight of IL Duce’s caution in 1934. There is 
food for thought in these two points. 

Prime Minister Chamberlain of Great Britain, 
placed in an awkward position because of the 
recent resignation of Foreign Secretary Anthony 
Eden, has stiffened his conciliatery attitude. He 
has shown Britain to be involved with France in 
the perpetuation of European peace, and once 
more the countries line up, with Germany again 
the militant and dominant strength of Central 
Furope, and Great Britain and France determined 
that that strength will be kept within its own 
bounds. ; 

Italy and Russia- are the question marks 
today. Russia, bound to France by mutual treal- 
ies, shows no disposition to fight, except in de- 
fence, while Mussolini anxiously waits to see 
which way the wind blows befove definitely com- 
mitting his country,

Conservative party, He was the third son of Sir 
William and Lady Eden, and both of his ‘parents 
were remarkable and outstanding personalities. 

His father, more eighteenth century than Vic- 
torian, was dictatorial, vile-tempered, clever and 
a scion of the. very finest yoeman. stock; his 
mother, a charming and celebrated beauty of her 
time. His youth was obscured by the dominance 
of his father, but his character was molded by, the 
gentle personality of his mother.. The war inter- 
rupted his education. Going straight from Eton 
to the army, in which he served from 1915 to 1919 
(incidentally gaining distinction on the field of 
battle), his Varsity education was about four 
years later than it would otherwise have been. 
He did not sit for his final examinations until the 
age of twenty-five. obtaining a “First” in his 
chosen subject of Oriental languages, a subject 
which stood him in good stead later on. So, sthe 
finished product appeared, an erudite, good-look- 
ing but diffident young man. with a quiet, per- 
suasive manner alid suavity that were a complete 
reaction from his father’s blustering flamboyance. 
A young man bitterly and wholeheartedly opposed 
to war, through participation therein. His thoughts 
turned to politics, and although he lost his first 
election fight, ht’ won the second at a very carly 
age, and held the following appointments: 

In 1926, Sir Austen Chamberain made him 
his Parliamentary Private Secretary; in the first 
National Government he became Foreign Under- 
Sécretary; in 1934 he became Lord Privy Seal; in 


1935 he was promoted to cabinet rank as Minister s 


for League of Nations Affairs without Portfolio; 
and this brings us up to the time of the Hoare- 
Laval Pact, which brought about the resignation 
of Sir “Samuel Hoare, and the clevation of 
“young Eden” (at the age of thirty-eight) to the 
post of Foreign Secretary (the youngest man to 
hold such a post in eighty-five years). For three 
years he kept: the nations of the earth leashed, and 
tried to make them keep ‘faith with League of Na- 
tions commitments. 

Look back for a.:ninute at the Italo-Ethiopian 
question. When Eden wanted full sanctions ap- 
plied, people accused him of being militaristic, 
when sanctions were not applied he was accusea 
of being a coward! There is a lot to ponder. over 
there, and in the like situations which have arisen 
since, What a position—a young man, peaceful- 
minded, ‘hut true to his loyalties; his loyalty to 
his King and Empire, his loyalty to his party (the 
Conservatives) and his loyalty to his strict prin- 
ciples, When the recent crisis arose, how could 
such a man flout his senior in age and prestige? 
He felt he would be lowering British supremacy, 
and would be disloyul to the election promises 
of the Conservative party, which had used sup- 
port of the League of Nations as a plank in their 


‘election platform, if he acquiesced in Mr. Cham- 


berlain’s policy. 

Of necessity, this article is written many days 
before-it will appear in print; the whole face of 
the present situation may again be changed. How- 
ever, since Mr, Eden resigned, Italy has demanded 
a loan of many millions from England, without 
promising to remove a single soldier from Spain; 
Germany has cooly walked over and annexed 
Austria; Hitler has threatened like treatment to 
Czecho-Slovakia; Goering has demanded the re- 
turn of Germany’s colonies; France’s Cabinet has 
fallen; Russia has mobilized half a million men 
on her Western Frontier; there have been riots in 
London, and another European dictator, Mus- 
solini, has complimented his apt pupil, Hitler, on 
his coup d’etat. 

Can Mr. Eden be blamed for all of this?> Is 
it fair to do so?—but on the other hand, is he 
entirely blameless? If he had refused to resign, 
would these world shattering incidents have 
occurred? What a responsibilty for a man barely 
forty!—study, a picture of him as he was three 
years ago, and then look at the picture taken of 
him after he had handed in his resignation, and 
one cannot but feel that he reulizéd to the full 
the serious step he has taken. I quote from the 
English papers: “We regret Mr. Eden’s action. 
lt is now obvious that his trying years of office 
have left him exhausted, and in a frame of mind 
where sheer fatigue could affect the fine balance 
of his judgment, . He has conducted himself 
with patience, dignity and courage. He was help- 
Jess yesterday (Feb. 21st) . but that does 
not mean his permanent eclipse. . . . There is a 
high place yet in the councils of the nation for 
Anthony Eden.” 

If he foresaw all these disasters in the desire 
of Chamberlain for immediate talks with Musso- 
lini, had he the right to resign and throw all his 
work in the discard, and allow Chamberlain to 
lower Britain’s prestige to that of a secondary 
nation, thereby precipitating a world crisis? 

Time will show, and history will record, 
which of these two men were right. We read 
that Chamberalin had the full agreement of his 
Cabinet, with the exception of Mr, Eden. Might 
it not be possible that Mr, Eden knew more than 
that whole cabinet of rather ancient, dyed-in-the- 
wool Conservatives? I wonder, don’t you?

OIL INDUSTRY I'AYS ITS 
SHARE OF NATION’S COSTS 


Unkind things are apt to be 
said in these days of stress about 
industry but industry at the same 
time can help the public to un- 
derstand its own troubles. 

It might not be amiss, for ex- 
ample, to draw attention to the 
fact the oi! industry, in good 
times. and bad, has not-only met 
every public obligation without 
asking for financial aid from the 
taxpayer. On the other hand it 
is contributing to the support of 
government in the form of taxes 
upon its properties, products and 
operations at the staggering rate 
of $1,181,000,000 per annum in 
the United States alone. 

This tax bill is but slightly 
less than the $1,373,000,000 which 
the industry pays to labor and 
four times the amount paid to 
the large number of pérsons who 
furnish the required capital. 

Apart from this, if the oil in- 
dustry’s achievements were to be 
measured in terms of public ser- 
vice, there would be big credits 
under such iteins as quality o 
product, wages and working 
conditions of employees, and 
during the past year an approach 
to a more reasonable return on 
invested capital, notwithstanding 
increasing costs of finding and 
producing petroleum from deep- 
er levels, and increased cost of 
materials and supplies, —

One of the bills provides that , 


no foréeclasure action against any 
farm home is to he entertai 
in a court at all, and that any 
foreclosure action against a 
home in a city, town or village 
may he. proceeded with only 
when the applicant has posted 
$2,000, which. is to be turned over 
to the occupant of the home if 
the foreclosure is executed. 


The other bill provides that 
debtors may apply to. the debt 
adjustment board to have them- 
selves brought under the wing of 
a new plan by which the debtor 
is to: deposit one-quarter’ of his 
income with the debt adjustment 
board for distribution among his 
creditors, and having done that, 
the debtor is free from other ef- 
forts to collect debts. 

These two hills are regarded 
as companions to’ the bill, now 
hefore the House, which extends 
the moratorium for onother year 
by statute, 

Deht Not Reduced 

There has been no legislation 
at all so far, however, to reduce 
debts, although some plan which 
would cut principal has been ru- 
mored for the past year. Al. 
thohgh protected from any prose- 
cution for debt, Alberta citizens 
continue to Owe as.much as ever, 
without help from the Legisla- 
lure. 

From the Liberal side of the 
House last week came a proposal 
that the Provinéial Government 
set up a large number of debt 
adjustment boards -— enough to 
cover. all parts of the province-- 
which would study the situation 
between each debtor and credi- 
tor and endeavér to reach an un- 
derstanding hetween them for re- 
duction of debt. In cases where 
a satisfactory adjustment could 
not be agreed upon. with the 
debt board itself, the board es- 
tablished under the Federal Far- 
mers’ Creditors’. Arrangements 
Act would be usked to intercede 
und establish a settlement. 

By such a system of debt 
adjustment boards, providing the 
personnel of thé hoards was of 
high calibre’ and“ undenbied  in- 
tegrity, a large proportion of Al- 
berta citizens’ debts could be 
senled down within a few weeks, 
the Liberals declared. But the 
Provincial Government had no 
comment to make on the proposal 
and no action to tuke ‘on the plan.

The World of Wheat 


‘The United States Govern- 
ment has decided to release 104 
million dollars’ worth of gold 
every three, months from the 
vaults where it has been ‘steri- 
lized,’ so as to permit the yellow 
metal to expand. the credit base 
of the United States.” 

This is important news indeed, 
for it means that the vast hoard 
of gold which has been accumu- 
lating in the United States since 
1933 will, at last, be permitted 
to make its. weight felt in raising 
commodity prices. 

As compared with 1913-14, the 
currencies of the United States, 
Canada and Great’ Britain have 
been inflated by 69 per cent, and 
since 1932 the world’s produc- 
tion of gold has been about 40 
per cent greater each year than 
previously. 

These factors, separately and 
together, tend greatly to increase 
the price of all commodities, for 
gold and money are the yard- 
sticks which measure price. It 
means, therefore, that as soon as 
the existing governmental re- 
straints on the full use of gold 
and ecredit.are removed, then all 
prices, and so the cost of living 
and production, will tend to rise 
by 69 per cent or more as com- 
pared with pre-war prices, 

Commodity prices so far have 
only risen by 25 per cent and the 
cost of living by 36 per cent, but 
world wheat at Liverpool, and 
Chicago wheat prices, are still 
merely at pre-war levels. 
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Follewing factors have tended 
to raise price :— 

Russia buys Australian wheat; 
1938 world winter wheat acreage 
less than a. vear ago; Argentine 
Government states 40 per cent 
of seeded corn acreage is total 
loss; South African Government 
authorized importation of wheat 
and flour; Mexico authorizes im- 
portation of corn free of all duty.

Further beneficial rains are re- 
ceived in U.S. winter wheat belt; 
Algerian wheat production great- 
er than last year; Bulgarian and 
Belgian wheat, rye and harley 
all greater than last year; Ex- 
ports of new wheat from India 
will commence Apri ist; Wheat 
prospects in Greece, the Balkans 
and Hungary mostly favorable.
